“And whereas, the recent crisis in 
the stock market and the present un- 
certainty in the grain market are un- 
doubtedly traceable in a large mea- 
Sure to this uncontrolled trading in 
Options, 

“And whereas, the laws as at pre- 
sent framed are obviously inadequate 
to provide such regulatoins as will 
protect the producer; 

“Therefore, be it resolved (a) that, 
in the opinion of this house the sys- 
tem of optional trading as now prac- 
tised, ts not in the best interests of 
the producer or of the consumer, In- 
asmuch as it is conducive to violeat 
fluctuations in the prices of our 
staple foodstuffs; and (b) that a full 
investigation of option trading as now 
carried on be undertaken by the se- 
lect standing committee on agricul- 
ture, with a view to eliminating 
speculative practices and, more par- 
ticularly, preventing short sales of 
grains by interests who have no tn- 
tention to deliver actual grain against 
such sales.”

City’s Right to Dispose of | 
Power Was Point 
Raised | 


Remarking that the case! 
was of sufficient importance | 
that a decision should not be 
unnecessarily delayed as the 
court were practically in ac- 
cord, Chief Justice Harvey 
dismissed the appeal of Ed- 
win Poole asking that the 
agreement between the Cal- 
gary Power Company and the 
City of Edmonton should be 
declared null and void. Costs 
were awarded to the city. 

The greater part of the day 
on Wednesday was taken up 
by the Appeal Court in hear- 
ing the arguments in the case, 
the judges sitting being Chief | 
Justice Harvey, and Justices | 
Hyndman, Clark, Mitchell and | 
Lunney. 


Five Lawyers 


G. B. O'Connor, K.C., was counsel 
for the appellant; S. B, Woods, K.C., 
and J. C. Bown, K.C.,, city solicitor, 
represented the city; H. H. Parlee, 
K.C., the Calgary Power Company, 
and W. 8S, Gray, K.C., the Attorney- 
General's department. 

His Lordship in a very brief review 
of the principal arguments advanced 
by Mr, G. B, O'Connor, and referring | 
to the contention that the city did 
not have power to export electricity, 
said that the agreement was not made | 
for the purpose of supplying and dis- 
tributing, but for supplying the city 
with electricity. Incidentally, the city 
did supply the Calgary Power Com- 
pany with electricity, but only as aj 
matter of exchange. Alluding to the 
argument that the agreement was op-| 
posed to section 78 of the Public Utili- | 
ties Act, the purport of which would! 
prevent a company not subject to 
legislative authority from entering in-| 
to an agreement with a municipality, | 
His Lordship pointed out that the! 
agreement was not one dealing with} 
the operation of any system of works; 
it did affect operation, but only from 
the point of view of the city obtain- 
ing a supply of electricity from the 
company. The city did not interfere 
in any way with the manner tn which 
the company carried on its works. On 
these grounds the appeal would be dis- | 
missed, 

Mr. Justice Clarke said that he was 
not quite satisfied that the agreement 
did not come within the scope of | 
section 78 of the Public Utilities Act, | 
as the company agreed to construct 
a power line. However, his lordship | 
intimated that he was prepared to} 
accept the ruling of the majority of 
the court. 

Cites Board Ruling 

Section 78, Chap. 53 of the Public 
Utilities Act says that no municipality 
shall enter into an agreement for the 
distribution of power unless there shall 
be provision for the control of the 
Utilities Commission in regard to the 
operation, management and control of 
any system, and the production, trans- | 
mission and delivery of power. The |

MINISTER OF 
PUBLIC WORKS 
MAKES DEMAND 


Hon. O. L. McPherson 


Says Roads Must Be 


Saved From Damage 


In order to prevent incalculable 
damage being done to provincial 
highways by heavy motor trucks dur- 
ing the spring melting season it will 
be necessary to prohibit them from 
travelling on the highways, according 
to an opinion expressed in the legis- 
lature On Wednesday by Hon. O, L. 
McPherson, minister of public works, 
during the discussion of public works 
department estimates, 

Along with this statement the min- 
ister said that tourist traffic was be- 
coming more and more important in 
the province and was a determining 
factor in the roads policy, 

Debate Stil! On 
estimates call for a total ex- 
of $5,324,824 on capital 
account and $2,527,494 on income 
account. Discussion was far from 
completed when the house rose and 
adjourned until Thursday. 

Replying to questions as to the 
items making up the appropriation of 
$960,000 for highways maintenance, 
the minister said the 
amounts were, $229,000 for road ma- 
chinery, trucks, graders and other 
similar requisites; $225,000 for dirt 
roads maintenance; $260,000 on 
gravelled main highways; $160,000 
for the re-gravelling of 100 miles :

Nighway; $60,000 for rental equip- 
ment; $100,000 for oil dust layers; 
$50,000 for snow removal and $75,- 
additional equipment. 
1000 Miles Gravelled 

In maintenance a total of 2500 
miles of highway is included, of 
which amount 1000 miles is gravelled. 

Asked to explain increased main- 
tenance costs, the minister explained 
that the weather was a vital factor. 
In some districts maintenance ran as 
high as 100 per cent. Replacement of 
gravel on some _ highways had cost 
anywhere from $500 to $800 a mile 
while the average cost under ordinary 
circumstances ,would be about $300 
a mile. 

The minister also said that if the 
weather held good, maintenance 
gangs would be at work in southern 
Alberta repairing the highways.

Dunn Protests

URGES STEPS  LABOR’SPLAN 


LINIT MINING 


Labor M.L.A. Says Exist- 
ing Mines Not Produc- 
ing Capacity 


In adopting a resolution moved by 
P. C. Christophers, Labor, Rocky 
Mountain the legislature on Wednes- 
day afternoon decreed that there 
would be no further coal Jands alien- 
ated in Alberta and no new coal min- 
ing activity would be encouraged until 
such time as mines already operating 
took up the slack and caught up with 
the demand. 

The motion passed unanimously 
and with the support of the govern- 


ment. 

The text of the resolution was as 
follows: 

“Whereas the coal mines in this 
province already developed have a 


capacity output not only sufficient to 
take care of present market abborp- 
tion, but also to provide for any poten- 
tial market for some years to come, 
therefore, be it resolved, that in the 
opinion of this assembly there should 
be no further alienation of coal lands, 
when the natural resources are re- 
turned to the province and also that 
in the event of any leases at present 
granted reverting to the crown, the 
foregoing reservation shall apply.” 
In moving adoption of his motion, 
Mr, Christophers stated that in 1929, 
coal production in Alberta was 7,000,- 
000 tons from 248 mines, the capacity 
output of which was 14,000,000.

He contended 
that Alberta operators should be 
forced to obtain machinery specially 
designed for producing coal mechant- 
cally, If, the operators refused, then 
he favored putting them out of busi- 
ness, 

Many Closed Down 

He said that not so much as a pick 
scratch could be found on many acres 
of coal lands alienated in the past and 
that many mines had had to shut 
down for lack of business. 

Taking up the debate, Premier J, E. 
Brownlee declared the government's 
readiness to support the resolution. He 
was fully in agreement with Mr. 
Christophers in his contention that 
there were too many mines in opera- 
tion, 

In support of this contention he 
pointed to the Crow's Nest Pass where 
no fewer than nine mines were 
carrying on solely through the support 
obtained from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. ° 

A short time ago he had conferred 
with officials of the 
view to arriving at an equalization of 
the output of these mines and there 
was being prepared a scheme by 
which it was hoped to distribute pro- 
duction over as wide a period as 
possible, 

He thought this could be instanced 
as one phase of the weakness of the 
mining situation, 

Continuing, he said that the gov- 
ernment was willing to do all in its 
power to discourage coal mining de- 
velopment until more was required. He 
reminded the house, that there had 
been some charters issued for further 
development and this work would have 
to proceed as recall of the charters 
was impossible. As an instance he 
mentioned that a short time ago a 
syndicate of Old Country financiers 
had obtained a charter for the mining 
of hard coal west of Calgary. While 
the government was not in favor of 
the work being commenced, 
charter haying been given, it could 
not be stopped.
